At the beginning of 1933, in the 
Winter, during one of my visits 
to Yagoda, while walking with 
him at his country place, he be- 
gan a conversation with me to 
which he subsequently returned 
several times. 

The conversation was about 
Gorki’s son, Maxim Peshkov. It 
was during one such conversa- 
tion that he said to me, “You see, 
Max—as he called Gorki’s son— 
is not only a useless person but 
has a harmful influence on his 
father. His father likes him and 
he makes use of this to create 
an undesirable and harmful en- 
vironment in Gorki’s home.

Things should be so arranged that 
he dies.”
